Mohammad QuasJiim and Baburam took up position on the 
roof-tops to checkmate designs of the gang. As the police 
party were advancing into the village, they chanced to catch 
hold a villager who confirmed the presence of the gang at a 
short distance away from the spot where the police party 
was then present. While the police party was contemplating 
further action, sudden volley of fire ensued from the village. 
Police parties also opened fire to repel the sudden attack of 
the dacoits. 

On hearing the gun shots the Addl. S. P., Bhind, who was 
incharge of the northern and north-western sector alerted 
his men. Shri Raman and his party were caught between the 
cross-fire. The dacoits were trying to break the police 
cordon. Shri Raman and his men bravely struck to their tasks 
in the face of miminent danger and succeeded in sealing of 
the only way out of the village for the dacoits. 

At about 0300 hours on the 2nd October, 1981, Constable 
Mohammad Quashim detected some suspicious movement 
fairly close to the position he had taken up in the cordon. 
He braced himself and challenged the lurking figures to 
identify themselves. This was followed by the firing of light 
pistols. In the illumination 4 to 5 persons were sighted who 
were moving towards the police cordon, with a view to escape 
through it. At this moment, Shii Quashim chose to change 
his position in order to have a better view of the target and 
to make his fire power effective. His movements were noticed 
by the dacoits. More shots followed in quick succession. 
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One of the shots hit Shri Quashim slightly above his waist, 
though there was profuse bleeding from his wound Shri 
Quash mi undeterred continued to tire at the gang. He was 
so over-whelmingly committed to his duty that he refused 
evacuation for medical aid and had to be forced for the same. 

Constable Baburam was one of the valiant membeis of 
the police party that took part m this encounter. He was 
posted on the northern cordon aioundi the village. Bullets 
were whizzing past Constable Baburam. Notwithstanding the 
imminent danger to his life he stuck to his guns till the bitter 
end. Bullets were being fired in his direction with a rapidity 
that was terrifying. One such bullet whizzed over his head 
taking his headgear alongwith it. This caused scraping injury 
on his scalp. He gallantly and courageously kept on firing 
at the dacoits. In the fierce night-long encounter 10 notorious 
armed dacoits were shot dead. These included the two gang 
leaders Pan Singh and Gopi. 

In this encounter, Shri Vijay Raman, Superintendent of 
Police, Shri Mohammad Quashim, Constable and Shri Babu 
ram, Constable exhibited conspicious gallantry, courage and 
devotion to duty of a very high order.

Shri Ghuraiya further displayed gallant action when 
in a daylight a house to house search was arranged by his 
J>y. I.G. of police in an effort to flush out the fighting dacoits. 

Shri Mahendra Pratap Singh Chauhan, Circle Inspector, 
Shri Jaman Singh, Head Constable, Shri Jagatpal Singh Kush- 
waha, Shri Ashrafilal and Shri Tribhuwan Singh, Constables 
showed determination in keeping the dacoits at bay and by 
their constant vigil and action were able to liquidate ten 
members of the gang in the night-long encounter with the 
dacoits.

An encounter with the gang of Pan Singh took place on 
the 1st/2nd October, 1981 at village Rathiyan-ka-pura. 

Shri Brij Lai Handa, Addl. Supdt. of Police was in charge 
of tlhe force deployed to cordon off the north and north¬ 
western areas of the village. The position of the cordon 
was most important as this was blocking the most probable 
and likely escape-ioute of the dacoits. A small police party 
had entered the village and an exchange of fire had already 
commenced between the police party and the dacoits. Know¬ 
ing that the firing by his party could endanger the lives of 
the police party inside the village, and at the same time 
any constraints could adversely affect the effectiveness of 
the fire power of his party, he redeployed his men. On 
2-10-81 at 0300 hours persons posted in this cordon saw some 
movement and suspected that some lurking figures were crawl¬ 
ing towards the police party. Firing of light pistol confirm¬ 
ed their suspicion. Shri Handa rose to the demands of the 
occasion and engineered a counter-attack in a bold and 
determined manner. He displayed stern leadership and 
courage in this encounter. 

After deploying his men around the village Rathiyan-ka- 
pura as per the scheme of action, Shri Yasfewant Singh 
Ghuraiya, Dy. Supdt. of Police, came to the place where his 
S.P. had taken up position, for further consultation as to the 
course of action to be adopted. It was decided to search 
the village to ascertain the presence of the dacoits. A group 
of 13 men readily volunteered for this dangerous job which 
included S.P. Bhind and Shri Ghuraiya. The officers and 
men swiftly covered the distance and entered the village. Two 
constables were deployed on the roof-tops of the cemented 
buildings to achieve a commanding tactical advantage. Shri 
Ghuraiya confirmed that the gang was in the village. The 
police party slowly crept into the village. They caught hold 
of a person who informed that there were 14 dacoits in the 
village including the gang leader Pan Singh and also informed 


Statement of Service for which the decoration has been 
awarded 

On the 7th April 1983 Sub-Inspector Khushali Ram with 
his platoon had hardly returned from patrolling duties at 
about 1630 hours when information about firing and attack 
on Karamchthera market reached the post through a civil truck 
driver. Immediately Shri Khushali Ram with his platoon on 
the order of Coy. Commander Malagar Singh (Dy. S.P.) 
rushed to the scene of incident. Shri Malagar Singh, Dy. 
S.P. after collecting information about the extremists divided 
men in two groups and led one group himself and the other 
by Sub-Inspector Khushali Ram. Constable B. D. Yadav 
was in the party led by Sub-Inspector Khushali Ram. Both 
the parties started combing the suspected escape route. 

The party led by Sub-Inspector Khushali Ram noticed four 
youths coming from Karamchhera side. They were having 
bags hanging from their shoulders. The party got suspicious 
and questioned one of the youths who told that they 
workers of GREF. Sub-Inspector Khushali Ram was not 
satisfied by the reply and decided to search the bag hanging 
from the shoulder of the youth. The youth immediately put 
his right hand inside the bag. Sub-Inspector Khushali Ram 
sensing immediate danger caught the right hand of the youth 
before he could bring out the revolver from the bag. The 
youth resisted but Sub-Inspector Khushali Ram did not slacken 
his grip. The youth was identified as Chuni Kolai, Subinspec¬ 
tor K. Khushali Ram over-powered Chuni Kolai at a grave 
risk to his own life. 

On fuither search Constable B, D-. Yadav detected a prime 
-hand grenade from the bag of Konak Tarak Kolai and snatc- 
hed it from the extremist youth. He thus took a great risk in 
disarming and capturing the renowed T.N.V. extremist leader 
Konak Tarak Kolai.

On the night of 10th/11th July, 1980, Shri Ram Prasad 
Upadhyay alongwith Shri M. C. Khurshid was coming to 
CID Headquarters Patna, by a bus. When the bus reached 
Kazimohallah of Bihar Shariff at about 0300 hrs., a gang of 
armed bandits numbering about 8-10 stopped the bus by 
blocking the road, hijacked the bus to a kutcha road and 
started looting the passengers. Shri Upadyay was in plain 
clothes and was concealing his service revolver behind his 
garments. Shri Upadhyay, seeing the lives of the passengers 
in danger, made up his mind to take the dacoits outside the 
bus on the pretext of handing over the amount he had with 
him. One of the dacoits came out. Another associate of 
the dacoits who was waiting outside the bus gave a hard 
blow on the right leg below the knee of Shri Upadhyay, 
Shri Upadhyay immediately fired a shot from his revolver. 
One of the dacoits was hit, who died on the spot. The 
dacoits also fired shots and blasted bombs with the result 
that the Khalasi standing the bus received injuries and 
subsequently died in the hospital. Shri Upadhyay fired 5 
shots in all which force the dacoits to retreat. The police 
were able to seize one country made revolver and some of 
the looted property. 

In this encounter with the notorious gang of dacoits, Sub- 
Inspector Ram Prasad Upadhyay exhibited conspicuous 
gallantry and devotion to duty of a high order. 

This award is made for gallantry under rule 4(i) of the 
rules governing the award ot the Police Medal and conse¬ 
quently carries with it the special allowance admissible under 
rule 5. with effect from the 11th July, 1980.

Statement of services for which flic decoration lifts been 
awarded 

On the night of 27th/28th December, 1981, Shri Chandra 
Badan Mall, Sub-Inspector of Police, Maniar, District Ballia, 
received information about the gang of Baliram Pandey along¬ 
with notorious dacoit Uttil who had a plan to move to village 
Vishnupura in Bihar where he was invited by Shri Phulena 
Duba to commit a dacoity in the house of Sarpanch of village 
Dhaurahra. Shri Mall collected the available police force 
and reached the place biff the dacoits had moved towards 
Bihar. The entire police force including Shri Mangla Prasad 
Kushvaha Head Constable and Shri Ravi Shanker Misra, 


Constable, reached village Vishnupura. Having learnt the 
me dacoits nad assembled in a Marna of Phulena Dube, Shri 
Man cnaiked out a plan and divided the police torce into 
two parties, 'the lust party led by him took the position 
behind the pucca house of Shri Dube and second party led 
by Shri Mangla Prasad Kushwaha, Head Constable, took the 
position benind a heap of straw opposite side of Marha open 
passage. On being challenged by Shri Mall, the dacoits 
opened fire on the police party and ran towards the opposite 
side of tne Marha. Shri Kushwaha witth his party and Shri 
Mall chased the fleeing dacoits who ran firmg intermittently 
at the police. 

Shri Kushwaha and Shri Ravi Shanker Misra, Constable, 
received grievous bullet injuries and fell down. Even then 
they continued to lire at the dacoits. Shri Mall fearlessly 
kept up a chase all the time firing from his service revolver. 
During heavy exchange of lire one of the dacoits was injured 
but the fleeing dacoits took him away. .Leaving the injured 
Head Constable and Constable who could not move further, 
Shri Mall again chased the dacoits and succeeded in shooting 
down one of the fleeing dacoits who fell down at the spot 
and died. The other dacoits managed to escape and could 
not be traced. The injured Head Constable Mangla Prasad 
Kushwaha and Constable Shri Shanker Misra were shifted 
to Medical College, (Jorakhpur for treatment. The right leg 
of Shri Kushwaha had to be amputated. The dead body of 
the killed dacoit was later on indentified as Uttil Goud, a 
notorious dacoit of Baliram gang. 

In this encounter Sub-Inspector Chandra Badan Mall, Head 
Constable Mangla Prasad Kushwaha and Constable Ravi 
Shanker Misra exhibited conspicuous gallantry, courage, ini¬ 
tiative and devotion to duty at grave personal risk.

Statement of services for which the decoration has been 
awarded 

On the evening of 7th January, 1982. Kumari Asha Gopal, 
S, P., Shivpuri, received information about the presence of 
notorious Inter-State gang of dacoits led by Devi Singh in 
a sugar-cane field, near village Rajpur, P. S. Jigna. She left 
for the spot with a force of 110 officers and men drawn from 
DEF, SAF and a contingent of BSF. On reaching the sopt, 
she, with a handful of officers, contacted the informer, plan¬ 
ned the operations and positioned herself at the likely escape- 
routes of the dacoits. Shortly before day-break some move¬ 
ment was noticed in the sugar-cane field, confirming the pre¬ 
sence of the dacoits. She got an old women and her daughter 
out from the hut at the edge of the sugar-cane field before 
challenging the dacoits to surrender. Thereafter, two dacoits 
Devi Singh and Atar Singh were seen running out of the 
field and firing fiercely on the police party in an attempt 
to break through the police cordon. Kumari Asha Gopal 
returned the fire and without caring for her personal safety 
chased the dacoits with a small police party. Two dacoits 
were killed in the exchange of fire. 

The remaining dacoits in the field kept on firing at the 
police intermittently. In the exchange of fire 3 more dacoits 
were shot dead. During this period one of them shot down 
the kidnapped person who was trying to escape from their 
clutches. At last realising that they had been surrounded on 
all sides and had little chance of survival, two of them namely 
Jagbhan and Rahish rushed out of the field, firing from their 
guns to force the police personnel to take cover. They were 
fired upon in self defence by the Police presonnel leading to 
their elimination on the spot. Dacoit Chhinga, who was still 
in the field and was firing, was asked to surrender. At about
